first-person flat 3D maze games it spawned. 

Mainly, it’s down to arcade machines, 
though. As they become more and more 
powerful, so they’ve started to utilise 
increasingly complex 3D hardware and 
software. And now the new generation of 
home consoles, attempting to replicate the 
arcades, live on a diet of 3D racing and 
fighting games. 

Today’s PCs have incredible processing 
power, massive hard disks... everything 
that’s needed to run picture-perfect conver¬ 


sions of all the latest arcade games as well 
as any console. Everything, perhaps, 
except a dedicated graphics chip. But that’s 
about to change as a tidal wave of 3D cards 
and chips threatens to flood the PC market¬ 
place over the next few months. 

First up there’s the 3D Blaster from 
Creative Labs, who brought us the industry 
standard Sound Blaster sound card. 
Following closely on its heels comes the 
Diamond Edge, the first 
card to feature the NVIDIA 
NV-1 chip. Sega itself is 
producing PC versions of 
popular Saturn games for 
this chip. Arcade company 
and Playstation favourite 
Namco, meanwhile, is pro¬ 
ducing its own chip, in con¬ 
junction with NEC. The first 
card to use the NEC/Namco PowerVR chip 
will be manufactured by Video Logic and 
should be in the shops by the middle of 
1996. A number of popular Playstation 
titles, including Tekken, will be available on 
this system. Also on the way are the first 
cards featuring the hotly-tipped (but still 
under wraps) Rendition chip. Even the 
Engineering Department of the University of 
Sussex is rumoured to have developed a 3D 
chip for the PC. 

Do these cards represent the next step in 
PC gaming, or are they just another costly 
bit of kit? I need convincing, so I track 
down six people at the heart of 
the 3D revolution. Can 
they make sense of it 
all?

What’s the spin from the dealers of the deck of 3D graphics cards? 




Creative Labs

On the 14th of November 
you launched the 3D 
Blaster, the first 3D graph¬ 
ics card to hit the shops. So why exactly does 
the PC need such an Item? 

“The PC is a great tool for games, but it’s 
developed out of the work environment. Years 
ago it only went beep. Our Sound Blaster card 
changed all that, bringing life to the games. 
Now we have CD quality sound. Whilst graph¬ 
ics have improved to an extent, with more 
colours and higher resolution, there’s some¬ 
thing of a bottleneck. But now we need a high¬ 
er speed graphics card to enable the same 
level of realism in the graphics that we already 
have in the sound.” 

But isn’t Virtual Reality, rather than flat screen 
3D, meant to be the future of games? 

“There are two different ways of going in 3D 
— the headset route or the monitor route. 
Headsets like the Cyber Maxx do add a lot of 
realism to games, but then so does each new 
level of monitor quality and display technolo¬ 
gy. Over the next five years we’ll see lower 
cost, lighter VR headsets, but also much high¬ 
er quality monitors and devices. The 3D 
Blaster offers amazing 3D quali¬ 
ty on a flat screen. The impor¬ 
tant element is the combination 
of 3D visuals with 3D sound. 

And that’s what we’ve con¬ 
centrated on.” 

Another company. Diamond 
Muitimedia, is shortly to launch 
Its own 3D card. Is there any 
reason your card will do bet¬ 
ter than Diamonds? 

“Creative has set the 
standard with sound. All games support the 
Sound Blaster and every other company has 
to make its sound card so it’s compatible 
with ours. We have a high level of support in 
the industry, and software support is what’s 
really important in the success of a product 
like this.” 

So what game would you like to see using true 
three dimensionai graphics? 

“A variant of Doom. So many people are into 
Doom. The idea of being able to shoot things 
in 3D, with an element of gore thrown in, 
appeals strongly. On the 3D Blaster, Magic 
Carpet Plus, which is bundled with the 
machine, looks great.”

Sean Cooper, producer of 
Magic Carpet Plus

Biaster. How has the game 
made use of the graphics card’s features? 


“It’s much higher resolution than the original 
version, and will run on a 486-50 at approxi¬ 
mately 28 frames per second.

We found a slight problem with trans¬ 
parent texture mapping.” 

So what impact will 3D video cards have on 
the quality of games in the future? 

“I think you’ll see very fast 3D games, par-

ticularly on the 3D Blaster. The hardware 
allows you to get more memory onto 
screen quicker. It actually does the same 
thing as the blitter chip fitted in 
the Amiga.

Of 
course, the PC runs at 
about 40 times the 
speed of the Amiga.” W, 

So are PCs getting too ^ 
fast then? 

“We’re still having to write 
programs to support low-end 
machines.

There 
are limits to how fast things should run. 
Programs need to be written to run at the 
same frame rate on every machine, from 
486s to Pentium Pros. There are computers

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are family activities, whereas PCs tend to be in 
separate rooms. There’s a big difference 
between the culture of video games and that 
of computer games. Only a selected range of 
Saturn games will be ported across, and they 
won’t be available until they’ve been out on the 
console for at least four months.” 

After 3D, is Virtual Reality the next step? 

“Our research & engineering department 
has been working on headsets for a number of 
years, but it’s not a consumer reality for the 
near future. You have to look at the health 
aspect of headsets — that’s why Nintendo’s 
Virtual Boy has a red and black screen rather 
than full colour. In arcades you only use a 
headset for five to 10 minutes. Consumers 
would expect to use a home version for two or 
three hours at a time. The physical and mental 
effects of such use need to be quite 
carefully investigated.” 

Papyrus 

David Kaemmer, chief 
technicai officer 

Racing game expert 
Papyrus is producing 
games for a number of dif¬ 
ferent 3D cards. How did that come about? 

“We have an application that makes demos 
which really show off the abilities of these 3D 
cards, and consequently we’ve been 
approached by a number of manufacturers. 
So far we’ve made special versions of 
NASCAR Racing for three different 3D chips: 
Creative’s 3D Blaster, Diamond’s NV-1 based 
Edge board, plus the new Rendition chip, 
which isn’t on the market yet. We plan to do 
some ports of Indy Car 2, then from next 
autumn our games will include built-in support 
for at least a few of the cards as standard. At 
the moment we’re also doing special 
customised versions.”

How are you utilising the 3D chips? 

“Right now we’re mainly using the chips to 
speed the games up, running them at decent 
frame rates even on a 486-40. We’ve also got 
some quite nice haze effects, with transparent 
dust and smoke, on the Rendition and NV-1. 
The PC really needs chips like these as they 
unload a lot of the processor’s time. Using the 
CPU for algorithms is wasteful — 70% of them 
can be done in parallel by a co-proces- 
sor. You end up with bet¬ 
ter image quality and 
increased speed.” 

Will these cards put the 
PC on a par with next gen¬ 
eration consoles for 
games graphics? 

“The Pentium is already 
on a level with the new 
consoles. These chips

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3D Cards: The Case Against 


OK, so we’re all supposed to get excited about the latest new development in PC technolo¬ 
gy? Every week it seems that something — be it graphics or sound cards, operating sys¬ 
tems, processing power or the colour of the casing — has been improved to take PCs to the 
next stage of their development. So what exactly do these 3D cards offer? At first glance, the 
chance to slip a next generation console (be it Saturn or Playstation) inside your machine, 
for roughly the same price as the console would cost on its own. 

People talk about ‘high-end games users’ as the target market. How high-end a user do 
you need to be? The sort of person who wants ‘all the latest games technology’, someone 
who wants the most powerful games system they can get; the ‘Ninja PC’ owner. In other 
words, if you haven’t got a Pentium 133 and six speed CD drive, that’s probably not you. 

And what games is our ‘high-end games user’ expected to buy? Arcade 
games. Simple, all-action, graphics-uber-alles arcade games. The nice to 
look at, interesting to play for a day or so, standard console fare. If you 
fancy something a little more cerebral, 3D cards are unlikely to help. 

The immediate problem though is the fact that you have to choose 
between systems. Different cards, each with their own range of soft¬ 
ware. Unless you want to buy all the cards, and swap them over to run 
the different games, you’re going to have to choose your poison. 

You might think it sensible to wait until one card has 
established itself as the industry standard, then per¬ 
haps wait a bit longer after all, if these cards real¬ 
ly are necessary, pretty soon they’ll be bundled 
with new PCs as standard, the same way the i 
Sound Blaster now is. jt- 

A more worrying thing to bear in mind is that ' 
these 3D graphics cards will be superseded on 
a regular basis. We already know of a handful 
more 3D chips that are on the way. You can 
probably expect a new card bigger, better, 
more silicon-enhanced than the one before 
every few months. If you want the latest 
technology, you’ll be splashing out a few 
hundred quid every six months or so. And of 
course, the 3D games you’ve got for your 
current card almost certainly won’t work on 
your new one. 

Perhaps that’s the reason console manu¬ 
factures are making their beeline for the PC. 

Our machine’s upgrade ability has always 
stood in direct contrast to the console world 
where machines are effectively obsolete 18 
months after their launch. Now we too can 
experience the joy of saving up to get that 
special new piece of hardware we need to 
play Mutant Death Kill 6, the latest bang 
whizz game everyone’s talking about. 

Think I’m being too strong in my cynicism? Maybe 
I am, but I can’t help recalling the story a major games 
industry figure told me about when he called a pro¬ 
grammer to find out why a game was running several 
months behind schedule. ‘Because I’m updating it so 
the graphics run at 60 frames per second,’ was the 
reply. Never mind the fact that the human eye itself has 
a top speed of 24 frames a second... 

Still, if you’ve been dreaming of running Saturn 
and Playstation games on your PC, get down the shops 

with your read¬ 
ies and select 
the 3D card of 
your choice.

The question on most people’s minds is 
going to be ‘is it compatible with my 
games.’

Will 
people pay the extra money to put them in 
their machine?

I ndustry sources predict the falling 
price of writable CD-ROM drives will 
trigger an increase in piracy which 
will threaten the PC as a games 
system. It’s feared developers 
could move away from PC compatibles 
because their games can be copied so 
easily. Previously, games software hous¬ 
es moved to the PC CD-ROM format 
because it was difficult to copy. Faced 
with falling sales as pirates copy games 
rather than buy them, the concern is 
developers will, in future, desert the PC 
for other formats. 

Currently, the huge capacity of CDs 
makes it impractical to copy games to 
floppy disks, while the high cost of 
existing CD-ROM writing units (previ¬ 
ously in excess of £1500) prevents CDs 
from being copied to other CDs. Now, 
however, such devices are starting to 
appear for under £1000, and are 
expected to fall to under £300 within the 
next twelve months. 

Marcus Dyson, producer at Team 17, 
sees the threat to the PC games market 
as “potentially as dangerous as that 
faced by floppy based sys¬ 
tems previously”. The lack of 
big-name developers In the 
Amiga market has been par¬ 
tially attributed to the fact 
that Amiga games could be

sales. “If such units do appear, the 
industry, police and ELSPA will have to 
move to stop the piracy — if they don’t 
then it could be just as problematic as 
piracy in other markets.” 

Dyson went on to say that although 
writable CD drives could present a 
problem, the development of new high 
density CDs might counter the threat. 
“Within 12 months several American 
developers will be releasing games to 
take advantage of these new CDs, 
which can’t be copied by the existing 


writable CD units. As pricing makes one 
technology redundant, new technology 
will reduce the initial problem”. But this 
will only happen if the new high density 
CD format currently being developed by 
Sony and other manufacturers appears 
on schedule and is supported by 
enough developers to make it a suc¬ 
cess. 

Divide By Zero’s Andy Blazdell was 
less impressed by the threat, however. 
“It really depends on whether new anti¬ 
piracy systems such as Lazerlock work. 
But in any case, I can’t see that pirat¬ 
ing CD-ROM games will become any 
more widespread than it is already. 
Blank CDs are still fairly expensive, 
costing around £5 each if you buy 
them in bulk, which rules out casual 
piracy. Lending games is more of a 
threat to sales than pirating the 
CDs.”

H aving spent somewhere in the 
region of $250,000 on a motion cap¬ 
ture studio, Gremlin Interactive 
seems determined to make good 
use of it. The Sheffield-based com¬ 
pany has already brought us the first motion- 
captured football game, Actua Soccer 
(reviewed on page 98), and is now working on 


How do they do that? 


a motion-captured adventure called Normality 
Inc. Gremlin invited me to go up and see how 
the game was progressing. I would be shown 
the hallowed studio. And to demonstrate how 
motion capture worked, I would experience it 
first-hand as an extra in the game. 

Motion capture is a funny old business. If 
you haven’t heard the term before, it’s an ani¬ 
mation technique which is designed to make 
characters in a game move as realistically as 
possible. We’ve all seen games where the 
characters jerk along as though their joints 
have seized up. A bit like me on a cold morn¬ 
ing, I guess. Motion capture, however, gets 
around that problem. To achieve realistic 
movement, actors (or sportsmen or martial 
artists — it depends on the type of game) have

reflective balls attached to strategic points on 
their bodies (usually the joints) and are then 
filmed by a number of different cameras. The 
cameras pick up the reflections from the balls, 
which are then translated to a computer where 
they appear as a series of dots. Animators 
then join the dots together to make stickmen 
which form the basis for the characters in the 
game. Thus using this system you can get 
characters who move like real people and not 
like robots with a bad case of rust. 

So, at some God-awful hour of the morning, 
I find myself sitting in London’s gloomy St 
Pancras station feeling a wee bit apprehen¬ 
sive. I am not nervous about travailing, nor am 
I nervous about visiting Gremlin. I am not even 
nervous at the prospect of appearing in a 


game. No, I am nervous because some joker 
told me that in order to have my movements 
captured as closely as possible, I would have 
to wear a lycra leotard. Bulky clothes, I was 
informed, would get in the way. The prospect 
of having to squeeze myself into figure-hug¬ 
ging lycra does not please me. It is enough to 
bring me out in a coid sweat. 

Going through the 
motions 

I arrive at the studio where a professional 
mime artist is being put through his paces. I 
notice, to my chagrin, that he is wearing a ball- 
covered Linford Christie-style all-in-one. Oh 
dear. The mime acts out a scene in which 
Kent, the hero, is electrocuted after sticking his

finger in a powerpoint. His movements are 
deliberately exaggerated. As he leaps around, 
his image is filmed by six cameras which are 
spaced around the hexagonai capture zone. 
The images are transmitted to a bank of mon¬ 
itors, each showing the action from a different 
angie. Since the images consist of nothing 
more than a constellation of dots, it’s neces¬ 
sary to exaggerate motions so that they are as 
noticeable as possible. Subtlety is not reward¬ 
ed, which is just as well. I have never been 
known for being subtle. 

The beauty of motion capture is that you 
don’t have to hire expensive film stars to play 
the characters. You can use pretty much any¬ 
one, from mime artists to your receptionist. 
The person being filmed doesn’t have to look 
anything like the character they’re portraying 
— the only limitation is that they have to be the 
same sex. “We used a woman to perform 
some of Kent’s scenes and when we 
processed the footage we found that he was 
mincing around,” says producer Ade Carless. 
The sequence had to be re-shot. 

Now it’s my turn. I ask if I have to wear the 
lycra thing. “You can borrow it if you want,” 
offers the mime, “but I’ve been wearing it for 
two days and it hasn’t been washed.” I polite¬ 
ly decline. Jeans and jumper will have to suf¬ 
fice. Phew. 

So it’s on with the balls. I’m forced to stand 
there like a lemon while they are sellotaped to 
various parts of my anatomy. I also have to 
wear what the Gremlin boys have dubbed “the 
cap of shame” — an unflattering skull cap with

So what’s Normal, then? 


Normality Inc is one of the strangest adventures you’re ever likely to come across. It’s set in the fictional city of Neutropolis, where having 
fun is against the law and nothing interesting ever happens. You play Kent, a young slacker with a penchant for goatee beards and a 
complete disregard for personal hygiene. Kent has been placed under house arrest by the dreaded Norm Troopers, whose job it is to keep 
people ‘normal’ and make sure that they don’t have any fun. His crime? Whistling. Kent’s first goal is to escape his squalid flat — but he’ll 
have to fool the Norms into thinking he’s still there. Simple, if only he can find the remote control for his television... 

Normality Inc differs from most point and click adventures in that it gives the player a Doom-style first person perspective view of the world. 
With complete freedom of movement (providing you manage to escape the flat, that is), the player can explore the game’s 120 locations at 
leisure. But whenever Kent performs an important action, you’re treated to a brief, motion-captured cutscene. Explore the sofa in Kent’s flat 
and you’ll see him reaching behind the cushions for items he may have lost. Get him to search the bath and you can watch him getting more 
than he bargained for. 

Despite the tyrannical rule of the Norms, for whom dull is doubleplusgood, there’s a strong current of wacky humour throughout the game. 
Many of the cutscenes provide comic relief, and the puzzles are suitably bizarre too. Anything LucasArts can do. Gremlin can do weirder. 
Normality Inc is probably the most off-the-wall game you’ll ever have the pleasure of playing. So don’t blow all your cash on Christmas shop¬ 
ping. Save some for yourself and buy this instead.

Being captured is a more enjoyable experi¬ 
ence than I’d expected.

W hen you’re on to a good 
thing, you don’t let it go. 
Nintendo still trades on

With three globally successful Alone In The 
Dark games under its belt, Infogrames the 
French giant isn’t letting up — with Timegate 
its programmers seem to have modified, 
adapted and invested a stack of cash to take 
their ground-breaking concept even further. 

But to compare Timegate to any Alone In 
The Dark game is to sell it horrendously short. 
It’s like comparing Dunlop trainers to 
Timberland’s. This isn’t just another 3D adven¬ 
ture in the Alone In The Dark mould. What’s 
been created here is a bang up-to-date role- 
playing experience with some of the most styl¬ 
ish and stunning visuals you’ll see anywhere. 

God squad 

Even before playing this game I was drawn to 
it thanks to my pathetic fixation with slice ‘n’ 
dice sword flicks such as John Boorman’s 
Excalibur. The plot, which is far-fetched to say 
the least, concerns a young American student 
who is sucked back in time to save the Knights 
Templar — a bunch of bread-breaking crusad¬ 
ing knights from the 13th century who you’ll 
probably remember hearing about in school.

It 
sounds strange, but the result is the 
most realistic character move¬ 
ment yet seen in a game of 
this type. Because the char¬ 
acter graphics are more 
flexible, it means that the 
control system is more 
intuitive. Whereas in 
Alone In The Dark you 
spent a lot of time spin¬ 
ning around in embar¬ 
rassing little circles, 
here you find that you 
actually have full control 
over your character — 
which is pretty important con¬ 
sidering that all the combat is 
hand-to-hand. 

The backdrops work perfectly with the char¬ 
acters. They’re mostly drawn in soft pastel 
colours, which is a personal hate of mine, but 
I’m prepared to forgive Timegate simply 
because I know good artwork when I see it, 
and I can’t fail to miss it in this game. It also still 
makes use of Infogrames’ pioneering camera 
angle system, which changes the viewpoint as 
you walk through a room. This greatly con¬ 
tributes to the atmosphere, but, as before, that 
can make combat tricky, so once you’ve found 
a good viewpoint in a room, it’s worth trying to 
lead your enemy there. 

In fact, there’s something far more appeal¬ 
ing about the close-up combat in this game 
than the long-range gun mayhem in 
Infogrames’ previous adventures.

armed with nothing more than fists and feet. 
But once you’re tooied up with a hefty weapon 
the action really starts — especially because 
not all the foes you encounter can be killed by 
mere swordplay. 

While your initial opponents are simply 
humans in bloody great suits of armour, the 
plot soon opens up and you find yourself 
going up against all manner of hell-spawned 
critters. These are invariably hard, enjoy living 
in dark corners and leap out on you just when 
you least expect it. It’s important to keep your 


wits about you at all times, although that’s pret¬ 
ty hard in a game where you’re left pretty much 
to your own devices before having a slavering 
horde of wotnots descend on you just as 
you’re about to get that rather large axe you 
really, really need... 

The object manipulation system has also 
been completely revamped to make selecting 
and using items much easier. This seemingly 
small detail is actually very important, as so 
much of the game revolves around puzzle 
solving and using items. All you have to do 


now is pre-select an action, then activate it with 
the space bar. Calling this screen up also 
freezes the action, so it’s also useful when you 
need a breather to plan out your next move. 
Often, though, you’re just left completely with¬ 
out equipment, or trapped with no way of 
using any of the items you’ve found. At these 
points you have to rely on pure brain power 
alone. Heaven help us. 

Gallic goofs 

With valuable shelf-space already taken up 
by three versions of Alone In The Dark and, if 
you’re unlucky, a few of its puny clones, it’s 
easy to wonder if you really need another 3D 
adventure. But all you have to do is look at 
the screen shots and you can tell that 
Timegate is a mile away from any other 3D 
adventure ever written. Like so many French 
games it has its own unique sense of style. 

Yet unlike many games, it’s actually got the 
substance to match. That’s only a small 
detail, but one which is often overlooked by 
our Gallic chums. It’s also good to see that in 
a period of the game industry where games 
producers spend millions on a project living 
out their pathetic Hollywood fantasies (grow 
up, kids), a game can still capture the imagi¬ 
nation. It software houses want to create a 
‘cinematic experience’ that’s fine, personally 
I’m far more at home playing a beautifully 
designed and well plotted game like this. 

Being a busy fingers-in-more-pies-than- 
Frey-Bentos-produce sort of person, I rarely 
have time to sit down and play through an 
adventure game. But believe me, as soon as I 
can persuade Infogrames to part with a copy 
of this, I doubt if it will leave my CD-ROM drive 
until I’ve completed it. From what I’ve seen, 
this game deserves to be a hit and I’ll eat my 
pants if it isn’t.

Space, the final frontier 


There are very few space action/simulation games 
on the market, and of those that are, there are really 
only two that spring to mind when the genre is 
brought up by the local sci-fi fandom club — Frontier: 
Elite 2 and Wing Commander 3. 

Both come from different ends of the spectrum, and 
both cover those areas superbly. But now there’s a 
new kid on the block and it hopes to fit slap bang in 
the middle, without having to barge anybody else out 
of the way. 

Battle Cruiser 3000AD is a huge game, that is for¬ 
tunately not too overbearing for those who are put off 
by acres of star maps and planets with names that 
sound like toilet cleaning fluid. It also comes from a 
slightly different angle, because whereas most space 
simulations focus on the cockpit of one small space 
craft, this game allows you to take command of a 
huge Battlestar Galactica style mothership, that can 
carry numerous members of crew, and even detach¬ 
able smaller craft (all of which are controllable during 
the game). 


There are millions of different ways to play Battle Cruiser 3000AD, but if you want to get 
the most out of the game you’ll have to take control of the many different craft on offer. 
This you can do in different settings... 


In amongst the stars 
Most of the missions in the game will 
require you to cruise the space lanes, 
hyperspacing from waypoint to waypoint 
and conducting many interstellar battles 
with a wide range of different sized mean- 
ies from the four corners of the universe. 


Down on the surface 
One of the most impressive aspects 
though, both graphically and for variety, 
occurs when you get to fly around the sur¬ 
face of a planet. You may have to pick up 
prisoners, rescue hostages, or Just plain 
old rid the skies of enemy craft. Lots to do. 


And that’s not all 

Get this, not only can you fly around a beautifully 
detailed SVGA, gouraud and phong-shaded space 
environment, but some missions during the game 
will also require you to drive around on the surface of 
a planet in an all terrain vehicle (ATV), or control a sin¬ 
gle marine as he jumps around a desolate Earth with 
but a jet-pack on his back. Another truly unique 
aspect of Battle Cruiser 3000AD is the fact that every 
part of the game — every crew member and every 
enemy — is controlled with very sophisticated artifi¬ 
cial intelligence. For instance, if you’ve had to deploy 
four interceptors and two shuttle crafts there’s no 
way you’ll be able to flit from cockpit to cockpit fight¬ 


ing their battles for them. You can do that if you real¬ 
ly want to, but depending on the skill of the comput¬ 
er controlled pilots in your crew, they will think and 
act for themselves. 

This all makes the game pretty free-flowing. You 
can either play it like Captain Kirk, avoiding getting 
your hands dirty for fear that your wig may blow off in 
the cruel Neptune winds, whilst commanding the 
bridge of the Cruiser. Or you can treat the game as a 
pure flight simulator and complete the missions man¬ 
ually. There’s no restraint on what you want to do 
and, although you’re going to have to wait for the 
review next issue to find out much more on this extra¬ 
ordinarily massive game, it all makes Battle Cruiser 
3000AD definitely one to watch the skies for.

Anybody who’s had to bite their lip when the media 
dismisses the common computer game as being a 
big boy’s toy, can now stick two fingers up in the air 
in jubilant delight and exclaim that the market has 
not only grown up, but it’s doing some rather inter¬ 
esting things to boot.

Thankfully of course. Ripper doesn’t fall into that 
trap, because the plot is as spicy as they come. 
There’s none of that Phantasmagoria “don’t go into 
the cellar” Hammer House rubbish here, this is a 
horror tale set in the year 2046, when the spirit of 
Jack The Ripper has been brought into the techno 
age, and somebody somehow is emulating his giz¬ 
zard splitting form of murder. 

You are a crime reporter who is trying to suss out 
who’s doing all of this, and it doesn’t help that 
everybody has a motive and means. 

So unlike some other FMV games. Ripper 
promises to have gameplay, and although the Full 
Motion Video sections are vital for clues (and the 
chance to see the odd gruesome gut exposing 
action), there are puzzle, arcade and 3D rendered 
environment sections to get you truly interacting. All 
this and all the music is by the Blue Oyster Cult, 
what more could you ask for?

I’ve got three words (and a number) for you that’ll 
explain The War College in a nutshell; Universal Military 
Simulator 3.

were a bad idea. ▼ Sony Interactive must have studied human 

nature long and hard while 
designing this game, for 
Destruction Derby is plainly 
intended to appeal to our 
baser instincts. Let me 
explain myself. The human 
psyche is governed by two 
primary urges. One is to 
create, which is why people 


feel the need to write novels, paint pictures, 
have babies and build scale models of the 
Eiffel Tower out of matchsticks. The other, 
however, is to destroy. Hence the the satisfac¬ 
tion we gain from swatting wasps, stamping 
on sandcastles and knocking over matchstick 
models of the Eiffel Tower that some silly bug¬ 
ger has spent three years building. You catch 
my drift? Good. Then you’ll understand that 
Destruction Derby has been created with the 
latter in mind. We like to wreck things, and so 
here is a game that allows us to do just that. 
Clever, huh? 

But enough of my philosophical ramblings. 
What you really want to know is whether 
Destruction Derby is any good. Well, first off, it 
looks rather lovely. Not quite as lovely as the 
Playstation version, but still pretty damned 
impressive compared to other PC racing 
games. The background graphics are sump¬ 
tuous, the lighting effects are superb and the 


cars are detailed to the point where they actu¬ 
ally show the effects of all that bumping and 
barging. And with the possible exception of 
Virgin’s Screamer, Destruction Derby is proba¬ 
bly the best looking arcade racer ever to grace 
the PC. 

Wreckin’ crew 

Then there’s the small matter of gameplay. 
Yes, this game has some. In fact, It plays fright¬ 
eningly well, with all sorts of racing options 
available to the player. Let’s start with the sin¬ 
gle player game. The most mundane of the 
solo games is the Time Trial. This is a simple 
matter of racing flat-out around one of the six 
courses and then recording your fastest time. 
Simple, straightforward and generally quite 
boring. Opt instead for the next choice, which 
is Wreckin’ Racing. Here you must complete a 
championship of six races against other dri¬ 
vers. Note the use of the term ‘other drivers,’ 
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because they are important. It is not enough to 
beat them. Sure, you’ll be awarded points for 
finishing in the first three, but if that’s all you 
hope to achieve, you aren’t quite entering into 
the spirit of things. Your chief aim, then, is to 
make the other drivers’ lives a misery. Hit 
another car hard enough and it will spin. You 
gain ten points for making a car spin 360 
degrees, four points if it spins 180 degrees 
and two for a paltry 90 degree spin. Oh, and if 
the car you ram is in first place, points are dou¬ 
bled. Thus it’s possible to finish last, or not fin¬ 
ish at all, and still emerge the winner because 
you have caused the most damage.

The flipside of this is that your 
car gets damaged too. 

Depending on where and 
how badly you are hit, your 
performance will be affect¬ 
ed. Too many knocks to the 
bonnet, and your engine will 
lose power and eventually fail. 

Too many bashes in the sides 
and your axles buckle, making It vir¬ 
tually Impossible to steer. There are six 
damage zones on the car: two at the front, two 
at the rear and one on each side. To make it 
easier to assess the health of your car (as if the 
dented bonnet and billowing smoke were not 
enough), a diagram of your car has been 
placed in the corner of the screen. When you 
start out your damage zones are lit up in 
healthy green. Take a few knocks and they 
turn yellow. Take a few more and they glow 
red, and it’s at this point that you know you 
should take things easy because any further 
collisions will put you out of the race. 

The third option is common or garden Stock 
Car Racing. This is much the same as the

Finally, there’s Destruction Derby. This is 
always set in a large, bowl-shaped arena. All 
the cars start off at the edge of the arena with 
their bonnets facing inwards. As soon as you 
get the go-ahead, it’s foot to the floor and 
head for the middle. There is no race element 
to this event — your only goal Is to be the last 
car left standing when all the others have been 
reduced to beaten, smoking wrecks. Pure and 
simple. And fun.

A league of your own 

All courses can be raced individually as a 
practice event, but the most satisfaction is to 
be gained from taking part in a championship. 
First choose the event — Wreckin’ Racing, 
Stock Car Racing or Destruction Derby. Then 
choose the difficulty — rookie, amateur or pro. 
Now you’re ready to race. Whichever options 
you go for, you’ll discover that championships 
are split into four divisions. It’s not like football 
where lower division teams don’t compete 
with the elite — everyone just mucks in 
together. It’s possible to tell who’s in what divi¬ 
sion by looking at the colour of their cars: 
fourth division cars have white roofs, third 
have yellow, second are red and first are 
black. To win the championship you must 
progress through the divisions at least four 
times. You have to win a season of six races to 
get promoted to the next division, but since 
the drivers are always the same, it’s no harder 
to win the first division (and thus the champi¬ 
onship) than it is to win the fourth. The only 
increase in difficulty is if you move up from 
rookie to amateur or amateur to pro. 

This is definite weakness, because it makes 
the game a bit too easy to complete. And 
once you’ve won the three championships, 
there isn’t much incentive to keep going. 
Fortunately, its lifespan is prolonged by the 
plethora of multiplayer options. There’s Duel, 
which pits you against a (soon to be ex-) friend 
on an otherwise empty track. Then there’s 
Tag. Also designed for two players, this is a 
game of ‘it’ in which the tagged player is tar¬ 
geted for destruction by the 14 computer con¬ 
trolled cars. Similar to this is Seek and 
Destroy, where each of the two human players

is targeted by seven computer cars. But every 
computer car you manage to bump then turns 
its attention to your friend. And last but not 
least is Team Pairs, which allows an astonish¬ 
ing 32 players to compete. This is just like the 
single-player championship, except that there 
are two players in a team and your scores are 
combined at the end of each race. Simply put, 
the highest scoring team at the end of the sea¬ 
son is the winner. 

And that’s about it. Destruction Derby may 
lack longevity for the solo player, but it’s addic¬ 
tive, satisfying and thoroughly entertaining. If 
you’re bored of conventional racing games, 
give this a go. Sometimes it’s fun to be bad.

W orms are small, slimy things 
that wriggle around the coun¬ 
tryside.

Mortal Coil still conforms to the Doom-esque 
first-person view style — although the action 
can be viewed from a third-person perspective 
if desired. Now, however, you are in control of 
not one but four characters; Candy, a buxom 
blonde with a knack for heavy weaponry 
(husky voice supplied by Word-refugee Dani 
Behr); Dan, a tall, macho musclehead; Peech, 
a smart brunette; and Dred, an enormous 
black Jamaican. In addition, you’re followed 
around by BB, a “Military Recorder” which 
films the goings-on for posterity and lends a 
hand in combat situations. 

Naturally you can only physically guide one 
character at a time, so the others are equipped 
with their own intelligence which allows them 
to act semi-independently. Normally, they will 
follow the team leader. You can specify one of 
a number of formations — from single-file, V- 
formation, flanks or to back-to-back — and 
also one of a number of attack strategies. This 


means that you can plan well in advance how 
your team will react, depending on the situa¬ 
tion in which you find yourself. Stumble into a 
firefight and your mates will lend all their com¬ 
bat skills to fending off the enemy while you 
run around flapping your arms and messing 
your underwear. 

Divide & conquer 

But Mortal Coil is even more versatile than that. 
Using the map, you can actually set individual 
missions for each team member, assigning 
them a series of waypoints to follow and spec¬ 
ifying how you want them to behave in a given 
situation. You can order them to fight or flee, 
ignore or explore doors, or even whether or 
not to pick up any items they find. Once they 
arrive at their destination, they can guard, 
sweep the area, or simply come back. 

This facility is not just there for effect. Certain 
missions actually require you to assign sepa¬ 
rate, concurrent paths for different characters

you must take care to assign the proper strat¬ 
egy for each team member. For the sake of 
convenience you can use the video view to 
keep track of all four characters at once. 

Dotted around the landscape is a selection 
of heavy weaponry to keep the meanies at 
bay, from the lowly Desert Eagle pistol, right 
up to high-tech man-manglers like the plasma 
blaster or the particle cannon. Each team 
member can carry two heavy weapons, but as 
backup each has their own “personal” 
weapon too, as well as an array of general 
equipment like health packs. 

More shooting things 

There are seven missions, each made up of a 
number of maps which must be completed in 
order to accomplish the overall mission goal. 
The tasks generally consist of making your

way from point A to Point B, shooting aliens all 
the way. If one of your team is critically 
wounded, their environment suit enfolds them 
in a protective cocoon until they can be col¬ 
lected. They will be out of the current mission 
but will be healed in time for the next. It’s actu¬ 
ally impossible to die in this game, because 
many of the missions require three or four 
team members to be present in order to com¬ 
plete them. In order to completely fail a mis¬ 
sion, your entire team must be wiped out. 

Does it work? Well, yes and no. This is not 
the gaming revolution it might purport to be; 
although the strategy element adds complexi¬ 
ty, the missions are still basically shoot every¬ 
thing, find the keys and get out, just as they 
were in Doom. It’s not even as complex as, 
say. Dark Forces. The graphics are reason¬ 
able, the sound is good, although the charac¬ 
ters’ dumb comments can get a bit annoying

after a while. The team’s artificial intelligence 
works up to a point — but they can still get 
stuck bashing their thick skulls against a wall 
instead of walking around. The four-player net¬ 
work option is appealing, as you can play co¬ 
operatively or one against the other if you’re 
feeling adversarial. Overall, it’s a good game 
based on a good idea, that isn’t as revolution¬ 
ary as it might have been.

The accom- 
story is still packed with the worst 
kind of fantasy cliches, and dozens of charac¬ 
ters from the original series make a reappear¬ 
ance. However, the accent is now on strategy 
and adventure as much as role-playing. 

Up to four players control a series of lands 
which vary in size and difficulty. You begin 
each territory with a basic settlement, then 
recruit heroes and troops to establish a 
defence force. Then exploit the surrounding 
countryside for minerals and other supplies, 
and ultimately gain the resources to expand 
into enemy terrain. 

There are three kinds of game: standard, 
campaign and multiplayer. Standard gives you 
18 scenarios and four difficulty levels, lets you 
determine your opponents’ strengths and 
gives you a choice of warlords. For example, 
an Easy game in which you play a warlock 
against one dumb computer foe is a pushover. 
If you play a Knight in Expert mode against 
three smart enemies who are all allied against 
you, things are considerably tougher. 

A campaign gives you less choice — it’s 
harder for beginners, there are eight linked 
scenarios, and you only get to pick your war¬ 
lord — but the basic tactical aims are the 
same. Multiplayer mode allows four people to 
play on one computer and includes network 
and modem options. 

What makes Heroes of Might and Magic so 
enjoyabie is its variety. Graded difficuity means 
there’s something here for novices as well as 
experienced tacticians, and the diversity of 
opponents, heroes, terrain, scenarios and sur¬ 
prises keeps you hooked. The action is great 
fun from start to finish.

S teel Panthers is a game very much in 
the style of Panzer General, and 
aims to do at the tactical level \what 
its mould-breaking predecessor 
achieved in the realm of strategy. It’s 
superbly presented, soundly structured and 
exhaustively thorough, with scenarios encom¬ 
passing all aspects of the 1939-1945 conflict 
and with an excellent DIY editor tacked on. All 
in all, it’s pretty damned good. 

It’s not quite as good, though, as Panzer 
General. To be fair, what is? But SSI has set 
such a high standard for the genre that your- 
critical faculties are necessarily sharpened. 
There are a number of user-unfriendly niggles 
and flaws which, though individually innocu¬ 
ous, are cumulatively irritating. For instance, 
the purchase of units prior to scenarios is a 
needlessly fiddly business — why couldn’t 
SSI have just adapted the clean and simple 
Panzer General system? 

Hours of fun 

But I don’t want to nitpick unduly, because 
essentially Steel Panthers is an excellent 
game. You can play from a vast selection of 
programmed scenarios, but the seriously 
committed will want to get campaigning as 
soon as possible. Assuming that you start in 
1939 there’ll be hundreds of game-playing 
hours in store. Within campaigns scenarios 
are randomly generated, so although the 
game develops into a somewhat repetitive 
pattern of attack and counter-attack, there’s 
still plenty of variety. The Al is good and 
there’s considerable scope for exercising tac¬ 
tical subtlety. At the same time the overall 
accent is on playability rather than realism, so 



inexperienced wargamers shouldn’t feel 
too daunted. 

This is the best tactical/squad level game on 
the market. It may not be perfect, but it throws 
the gauntlet down to Avalon Hill and Atomic 
Games, whose Beyond Squad Leader (the 
board game is a clear and massive influence 
on Steel Panthers) is due out by the end of the 
year. Over to you, Baltimore...

Tile Adventures of the Fifth Musketeer 

Touohe away! Cal Uones steps

H ere’s something we haven’t seen for 
a while — a good old fashioned, 
honest-to-God graphic adventure. 
Not some multimillion dollar ‘inter¬ 
active’ movie starring real 
Hollywood actors, nor some dreadful ren¬ 
dered confection created by 20 graphic artists 
with nary a thought for plot or gameplay. 
Nope, this Is a traditional point ‘n’ clicker — all 
daft gags and hand-drawn graphics. And 
thank heavens for that. 

Touche is the first adventure from Silicon 
Dreams, US Gold’s own development house. 
It’s a good first effort, though I suspect that its 
traditional appearance stems from the fact that 
the company was playing safe. Not that this is 
a bad thing, of course — the old tried and test¬ 
ed formulas often work best. But don’t go 
expecting anything revolutionary. 

Set in 16th Century France, the game fol¬ 
lows the adventures of rookie musketeer 
Geoffroi le Brun (named, as it happens, after 
US Gold boss Geoff Brown). It begins with his

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arrival In picturesque Rouen, where he stum¬ 
bles across a mortally wounded man who has 
been stabbed and left for dead by brigands. It 
transpires that the man is none other than the 
Compte de People, a wealthy nobleman who 
was just about to deliver his will to the 
Chancellor when the murderers struck. 
Naturally, le Brun agrees to avenge de People 
and track down the will and return it to its right¬ 
ful heir, the young King of France. 

His quest will take him all over France, from 
Le Mans to Le Havre and on to Paris. He will 
find the will twice only to lose it again, bluff his 
way into a brothel, join a group of brigands 
and fool the English into thinking he’s one of 
them by talking about the weather. Not only 
that, but he must put up with constant com¬ 
plaints from his fat, flea-ridden manservant 
Henri, win the heart of the fickle temptress 
Juliette, persuade Alexander Dumas that his 
true talents lie outside music and even help 
Leonardo da Vinci’s nephew build a prepos¬ 
terously elaborate boat. It’s a busy life, being a

musketeer, but le Brun blunders his way 
through the whole charade without a single 
complaint, such is his naivety. 

French dressing 

The game, as a whole, is very enjoyable. It isn’t 
exactly hilarious, but the humour is pleasant 
enough. Although it pokes fun at the French, 
there are remarkably few Gallic accents in evi¬ 
dence. Some of the characters do indeed 
sound like the cast of ‘Alio ‘Alio, but there are 
also cockneys, brummies and home counties- 
types in there. Most odd. 

The story is well plotted, if a little predictable 
at times, and never leaves you wondering 
what you have to do next. The puzzles are def¬ 
initely on the silly side (try dipping an altar 
cloth in soup to mend a hole in a boat), but are 
never truly illogical. You can always find clues 
by listening to what people say or having a 
good look around. The only point where it gets 
frustrating is when one of the objects you need 
is located on the other side of France, and you

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have to trudge all the way back and get it. But 
other than that, the difficulty is well balanced 
and, since it’s fairly non-linear, you won’t get 
stuck for too long. 

The most obvious thing it has in its favour is 
that it looks great. Several people came up to 
see what I was playing and remarked that it 
looked like Monkey Island. Well, it’s actually a 
whole lot better than that (you tend to forget 
how primitive an old game looks when you 
haven’t seen it for some time), but I suppose 
that if you imagine Monkey Island brought 
right up to date, you wouldn’t be too far off the 
mark. The Touche graphics are colourful, 
detailed and pretty, making it a pleasure to 
explore the various locations. Apparently, the 
buildings were designed with 16th Century 
French architecture in mind, but since I’m no 
expert on that subject, you’re going to have to 
take my word for it. 

Flaw show 

It isn’t perfect, though. Although the back¬ 
grounds are attractive, the animation is not so 
hot. There just aren’t enough frames. The 
characters move fairly well when seen from the 
side, but when they walk diagonally they sort 
of crab sideways while facing forwards. Set 
piece animations, such as when le Brun vaults 
onto Juliette’s balcony, are jerky and uncon¬ 
vincing. And when le Brun picks something 
up, he bends over and the item miraculously 
pops into his inventory — without ever appear¬ 
ing in his hands. A few more frames of anima¬ 
tion and the whole thing would look infinitely 
slicker. As it is, the poor animation doesn’t 
harm the gameplay to any extent, but it does 
strip off some of the polish. 

There are one or two other flaws that made 
me wish that Silicon Dreams had spent longer 
perfecting the game. A lot of the minor char¬ 
acters look the same, and many of the loca¬ 
tions are remarkably similar. Silicon Dreams 
must have noticed this because the characters 
even joke about it. ‘Are you related to the smith 
in Amiens?’ le Brun asks the identical smith in 
St Quentin. ‘All these French taverns look the 
same,’ he says as he walks into yet another 


inn. Perhaps there wasn’t enough time to 
make every character and every location look 
different, but it might have added to the 
game’s otherwise pleasing appearance. 

Another minor annoyance is that there’s no 
way of getting around quickly, so you have to 
keep trudging backwards and forwards 


across the screens until you reach your desti¬ 
nation. The Riddle of Master Lu (also from US 
Gold) gets around the problem by allowing 
you to jump across the screen by clicking the 
right mouse button. No such luck here. 

All this trekking around prompts another 
problem. Your arrival at certain locations often

going for a while, and enjoyable enough to 
hold your interest from start to finish.

There’s certainly room for improvement, but 
this is a promising start from Silicon Dreams.

T he Hive purports to be “20 levels of 
pulse-pounding arcade action” — in 
fact it’s a sort of shoot ’em up on rails, 
much in the vein of Rebel Assault 
(revie\wed Issue 27 rated 9) or Chaos 
Control (reviewed Issue 46 rated 4). The action 
is split into two types: pre-rendered “flight” 
sections — you move a cursor around shoot¬ 
ing things while the computer takes care of the 
steering; and “panorama” sections, where you 
have a 360° view, but you cannot move. 

The game integrates these sections 
absolutely seamlessly, switching almost 
imperceptibly from one to the other, which 
adds variety to a style of game that is other¬ 
wise rather repetitive. The graphics — ail 
rendered in SDStudio or somesuch — are 
undeniably pretty, but as we all know by 
now, good looks do not necessarily make 
for a great game. 

After a promising opening sequence, flying 
around a huge starship, blasting alien attack¬ 


ers, it all began to go downhill. The next sec¬ 
tion — trying to iand on the planet below — 
was so hit-and-miss I found myseif repeatedly 
plonked back at the start. The trick to com¬ 
pleting the mission had nothing to do with skill 
or good reflexes, it was simply a matter of 
learning by triai and error when to hit the fire 
button, then trying to repeat the sequence 
until you got it right. 

Ever see that fiim Groundhog Day? You 
know the one — Bill Murray gets stuck repeat¬ 
ing the same day over and over until he goes 
insane and tries to kill himself. It’s a bit like 
that, oniy more depressing — sitting through 
the same thing again and again, becoming 
steadily more wound up with every restart. 

It’s a shame really, because graphically the 
Hive is truly impressive, and it’s often truly 
exciting to play too — but the whole thing is 
spoiled by some horribly frustrating and point¬ 
less sections. Wait and see what Rebel 
Assault 2 is like instead.

In addition to weapons, there are power-ups 
that give you a one-time speed boost or an all 
too shortlived shield. Most important, however, 
are the blue areas of the track, which are ded¬ 
icated speed boosters — hit these right and 
you can double your speed all the way round 
the track. It’s essential to use these effectively 
if you are to win, and avoid bumping the side 
of the track which will slow you down again. 

None of the tracks are simple, particularly 


These days, it seems as if no game is com¬ 
plete without a huge number of texture- 
mapped polygons zipping about the screen, 
and Wipeout has more than its fair share. 
However, despite its console origins, the 
graphics aren’t as smooth or as detailed as 
comparable PC titles like Screamer or Need 
for Speed. There is an annoying tendency for 
your opponents’ craft simply to disappear 
when you’re up close — seemingly because 
you are “inside” them. 

However, the game’s biggest problem is that 
the craft are rather hard to get to grips with. It 
soon becomes apparent that this game was 
designed to be played with a multi-button joy- 
pad, so you either have to invest in one or 
attempt some sort of bizarre keyboard/joystick 
combination because the keyboard-only 
option is simply impractical. 

If you do have access to a four-button joy- 
pad, things are marginally better, but there’s 
no escaping the fact that these machines are 
damned hard to control. You must quickly 
master the use of your directional air brakes, 
which allow you to turn sharp corners, 
because even a glancing contact with the side 
of the course is enough to strip away half your 
speed. 

So, is Wipeout worthy of the hype? Well, I 
have to be honest here and say that I was 
rather disappointed with the whole thing. The 
graphics are nothing special, the sound is

uninspiring, and the game itseif lacks spark. In 
fact, I enjoyed playing Hi Octane much more 
— the craft are easier to controi, but the game 
no less challenging to complete. Wipeout on 
the PC lacks the sense of breakneck speed 
that was so impressive on the Playstation, and 
the sudden drops just don’t have the same 
stomach-churning effect. 

All in all, the PC version of Wipeout is not 
bad — there’s fun to be had here, if you’re pre¬ 
pared to stick it out — it’s just rather ordinary.

The graphics are less impressive 
and you don’t get the same sensation of 
speed. Compare it to the PC version of 
Destruction Derby (also from Sony) 
which is as good as the PlayStation ver¬ 
sion which preceded it. Why Sony has 
managed to convert one game very well 
but not the other remains a mystery. 
Wipeout still plays quite well, but what 
was outstanding on the PlayStation 
feels remarkably ordinary on the PC.

L ike 99 per cent of this country’s popu¬ 
lation, I’ve never read the Dark Horse 
Aliens comic books this game is 
based on. I have, however, reviewed 
several thousand games, watched the 
original Alien and its sequel umpteen 
times and paid money to have some 
bloke swear at me at Alien War in 
the Trocadero. So I reckon I’m 
something of an expert when 
it comes to Aliens.

First and foremost. Aliens: The Comic Book 
Adventure is, as the title says, an adventure — 
although a rather silly one at that. Take this as 
an example. You’re the commander of a ter¬ 
raforming vessel sent to investigate an SOS 
coming from a mining colony. Now, that sug¬ 
gests it’s simply a matter of landing and find¬ 
ing inventive ways of not being eaten alive, but 
oh no. Your first task is to feed the crew. 

Your problems are compounded by your 
character being a complete dillon who nobody 
likes. Then it transpires that, although you’re in 
charge of the ship, you don’t even have a pass 
card to use the elevator. The only way you can 
get it is by talking to your stroppy medical offi¬ 
cer who, after a trial and error conversation, 
will eventually hand over the card. 

And your problems don’t end here. Once 
you arrive at the base you are given no clear 
indication as to what you are to do once inside. 
The very first room has side doors aplenty, but 
you can only see some of them when you’re 
standing in a particular location. And as for the 



control system, it’s so appallingly clumsy I lost 
my temper with it. 

The only bright spot is the combat. Here you 
get your little rendered bloke going up against 
a little rendered enemy. It’s quite jolly really. 

But that’s about it. The rest of the game 
looks like the designers have spent far too 
long fannying around getting the graphics 
right rather than working on the gameplay. So 
it scores a few points for looking good, and 
having aliens in it, but apart from that — nada.

F or some time, computerised pinball 
has been dominated by Pinball 
Dreams and its many offspring: hand- 
drawn, top-down views, and to be 
honest, about as close to real pinball 
as Sensible Soccer is to real football. That’s 
not to say it wasn’t fun to play. It just wasn’t 
really much like the real thing. 

Pinball games are about to come of age, 
however. Next month, Virgin releases Tilt!, but 
Empire is already on the scene with 
Pro Pinball, and darned impressive it 
is too. None of that 2D hand-drawn tat 
here — instead we are treated to a 
down-to-the-last-screw model of a real 
table, constructed on Silicon Graphics work¬ 
stations and rendered in glorious SVGA and 
thousands of colours. 

The table is viewed from a real-world style 
3D vantage point (from a choice of three dif¬ 
ferent elevations, to simulate as closely as 
possible the player’s own stature). From the 
first glance, the detail that has gone Into the 
game is evident — if your machine can handle 
1024x768 graphics, you’re going to be in for a 
particular treat, but even in 800x600 or lowly 
640x480, it looks gorgeous. 

Of course, looks aren’t everything. Luckily,

So, should you buy it? Well, it’s a well-nigh 
perfect simulation, and the table that is includ¬ 
ed is very, very good indeed.

W hen Mary Shelley penned her 
masterpiece all those years 
ago, I am sure she did not 
envisage her monster as being 
quite as savagely mutilated as 
he has been in Interplay’s version of the clas¬ 
sic tale. I first got that sinking feeling 
when, following a suitably spooky 
and atmospheric intro sequence, I 
found myself confronted by Tim 
Curry (playing the mad Dr 
Frankenstein) doing an uncanny 
impersonation of Jeremy 
Beadle. Imagine. You wake up on 
an operating table having been 
hacked to pieces and then reassem¬ 
bled, only to find out that it was only one of 
Beadle’s practical jokes. What a quite 
terrifying thought. 

This was closely followed by the monster’s 
shocking discovery that his left hand had 
been hacked off and replaced with something 
a little more feminine. ‘Argh! I have the 
hand of a woman!’ he exclaims in horror 
(though I personally know men 
who would pay handsomely for that 
particular operation). I’m sorry, but from 
that moment on, I found it impossible to 
take the plot seriously. 

You take the role of the monster, 
following his rebirth at the hands of the 
evil Dr Beadle himself. The first thing you 
notice is that your charge is actually a 
very well spoken and intelligent gen¬ 


tleman, and not the mummified ghoul you 
might expect. It transpires that you have been 
hanged for the murder of your own daughter, 
and your quest is to escape the clutches of 
your creator, resurrect the dead body of your 
daughter and eventually clear your name . 

On the graphics side of things. Interplay 
has obviously lavished money on the 
project, Tim has been nicely digi¬ 
tised and it’s a fair bet that a gen¬ 
erous helping of 3D Studio has

gone into giving the game a quite clean, 
sharp, overall effect. But as we all know, looks 
aren’t everything. The gameplay was excruci¬ 
atingly slow, and illogical. 

I can’t really see who Interplay intended this 
game to be aimed at really - graphic adven¬ 
ture novices will be way out of depth and, 
almost certainly, give up in frustration very 
quickly, whilst graphic adventure experts are 
likely to find the whole thing too silly and illog¬ 
ical for words, more’s the pity.

T rivial Pursuit has moved on since it 
invaded every Yuppie’s coffee table 
back in the eighties. Even so, it 
seems to have aged faster than most 
boardgames, so Hasbro has devel¬ 
oped a PC version which ought to bring it 
bang up to date. 

This version has gone for the slick FMV and 
digital sound angle, and looks vastly more 
impressive than its predecessors. But it still 
doesn't make up for the fact that the biggest 
downer in this version of Triv is the lack of a 
one player mode. There’s no computer con¬ 
trolled opponent, and when you’re drunk, it’s 
much less risky playing boardgame Triv than 
cramming around a PC — a major problem.

Football Ltd. 


Here’S e lesson in the art of 
crossing football strategy with 
goodp old fashioned double entry 
booK-keeping... 


E ven I’ll now admit that football man¬ 
agement games have just about 
been heartily done to the death. 
Championship Manager 2 covers the 
pure statistical and tactical sides of 
the glory game. Premier Manager 3 and 
Ultimate Soccer Manager both focus on the 
more graphical and fun elements to the task at 
hand. To be honest, what else could there be? 

Football Ltd. attempts to take it all one step 
further by adding pure cash-flow manage¬ 
ment to the otherwise run-of-the-mill process 
of picking players and winning games. It 
allows you to become both manager and 
chairman of the same football team and does 
so in emphatic icon-clicking fashion. There 
are more icons here than at a convention of 
the hundred top sports people in the world, 
and herein lies the ultimate problem. 

But first things first, German football fans 
are already used to the engine Football Ltd. 
uses. They’ve had a version of the game that 
focuses on the Bundesliga for some time now, 
and apparently they’ve snapped it up in train¬ 
er’s bucket-loads. This new version then, 
essentially replaces all the Bundesliga statis¬ 
tics with English league statistics, leaving the 
game itself relatively unchanged.

You still have a billion and one options, includ¬

There’s also five 
different skill levels, 
and an abundance 
of different tactics 
and formations to 
fiddle about with.

game has been unblemished. It’s the beauty in 
the variety of playing styles you employ, and 
the free-flowing action that makes SWOS so 
fun. It moves like a cheetah with a rocket up its 
behind. 

Another warmly received aspect is that if you 
can’t be bothered to compete in the manage¬ 
ment modes, you can always set up your own 
tournaments with any combination of teams 
you like, even including as many friends as you 
can possibly tempt round to your house. All the 
International teams are in there too, and a 
whole range of custom teams that you can fid¬ 
dle around with at your leisure. 

Unfortunately, I can’t help feeling that I’d like 
even more features. For a start, it would be fan¬ 



tastic if the whole 
caboodle was net- 
workable. Also, in 
Sensi’s current 
form, you can only 
have one player in 
the management 
mode.

J ust like Sensible Soccer, the previous 
incarnations of FIFA Soccer on the 
PC have been poor conversions by 
any standard. So not only is it a good 
thing that FIFA Soccer 96 (is that the 
year, or the number of previous games? I lose 
count) is a top banana football test, but it’s 
also an occasion for leaping about like a small 
child who’s eaten one too many Smarties. 

This latest version owes a lot to the 3D0 ver¬ 
sion. So much, in fact, that it’ll take years for it 
to pay back just the interest. But hey, the 3DO 
version was the best one out on the streets, so 
it’s a good place to start. The first major 
change from the other versions is that it is in 
glorious 3-dimensions, and has multiple cam¬ 
era angles from which you can view the play. 
Also, the players are infinitely better animated 
and have far more artificial intelligence than 
before, allowing for more realistic gameplay 
(this time the players take up clever positions 
on the field and wait for your spot-on passes to 
reach them). 

Unfortunately the 3DO version also suffered 
from lack of substantial gameplay, but 
this time, and this is the major gasp 
worthy bonus, FIFA Soccer 96 is 
absolutely, without doubt, the most 
playable of all the versions ever. 

For a start you can control your 
players easily and without fuss. If 
you want to do more elaborate foot¬ 
ball-related actions you have to press a 
sequence of buttons at certain times, but most 
of the time you can simply just press one but¬ 
ton to pass the ball to the nearest player in the 
direction you’re facing, and another to whack 
the ball goal-bound. And although you won’t 
beat the computer-controlled teams this way.

I t’s official, the football action game has 
reached puberty. Its voice has broken, 
and it’s sprouted hair in embarrassing 
places, and there is now no doubt that the 
genre is growing up. Actua Soccer is 
proof positive of this. Who would have 
guessed a couple of years ago that you could 
have fully 3-dimensional rendered characters 
running about kicking the frag out of each 
other and an old pig’s skin? In fact it’s taken 
some time, almost a year and a half, before 
anybody attempted a 3D game again after the 
brave effort from Infogrames with Planet 
Football. That game was overly ambitious, and 
the question can be also be thrust at Actua 
Soccer. But if anybody did indeed ask such a 
query, they would be met with a guffaw of the 
extremely confident kind, because Gremlin 
has not only talked the talk, it’s walked the 
blooming walk too. 

Firstly, what better way to get smooth player 
animations than to use motion capture tech¬ 
niques (you know, the idea of sticking small 
reflective balls on somebody and plotting their 
movement in a 3D environment using a variety 
of different camera angles — do keep up 
Watkins). Although when 1 heard that the play¬ 
ers used in this way were Sheffield 
Wednesday’s Andy Sinton, Chris Woods, and 
Graham Hyde I couldn’t help but feel that it 
was the closest they’ve got to any balls for 
ages.

with). But the skill lies in finding all the combi¬ 
nations of button presses that allow you to per¬ 
form better functions, like overhead kicks and 
flick ups. Also, each player in the game has 
individual skill levels for shooting, passing, 
and things like that, all of which really make a 
difference when you’re trying to use their tal¬ 
ents. The benefit of using a system like this is 
that you can start the game playing a team like 
Brazil or Italy, with their plethora of star players, 
and as you get better at the basics you can 
move down to the crappier teams (England, 
anybody?).

Encarta 95 was released, and 
Microsoft already wants us to 
spend another 80 quid on this 
new version. The company 
either thinks we’re really stupid or the 
encyclopaedia is a genuine improve¬ 
ment on its predecessor. 

Let’s look at the facts. Encarta 96 has 
27,000 articles, 1,000 more than the 95 
version. It’s hardly a significant 
increase, and the number of entries 
isn’t huge oompared to book-based 
encyclopaedias. However, every article 
is concise, well-researched, detailed, 
and accompanied by a variety of media 
and cross-references. It has also been 
jazzed up by the addition of new sound 
clips, 800 new photos and illustrations, 
seven new videos (including the 
Normandy Landings and the 
Coronation of Elizabeth II), and 150 
updated maps (including brand new 
county maps for the UK). 

All the features which made the previ¬ 
ous version so good have been 
retained, and in some cases improved 
upon. The excellent Find Tool is still 
there, as is the Media Gallery, Atlas, 
Mindmaze, Timeline and Back Search. 
In addition, there are copying and print¬ 
ing facilities, a word processor link and 
a dictionary. 

Encarta 95’s major failing, a bias 
towards US subjects and themes, has 
also been remedied. Encarta 96 now 
comes in two flavours: your standard 
North American version and the new, 
localised World English edition. The lat¬ 
ter, which we review here, includes

H ere’s a neat idea; create an 
authoritative multimedia refer¬ 
ence title — about music, say 
— and then offer regular 
updates that can be down¬ 
loaded via the internet. That way, your 
‘authoritative’ reference won’t become- 
out of date a week after you bought it. 
Ingenious! 

Welcome, then, to Music Central 96, 
Microsoft’s latest multimedia extrava¬ 
ganza, created in association with Q 
Magazine. Billed as a ‘complete music 
source’, it aims to be a definitive guide 
to modern music — meaning everything 
except classical music — complete with 
audio and video links, reviews, 
discographies and biographies. 

As is usual for a Microsoft multimedia 
product, the interface is polished to a 
bright sheen. You can access informa¬ 
tion via a number of routes, from a stan¬ 
dard database search for an artist or title 
to a list of suggestions of music you 
might like, based on the sort of bands 
that you listen to now. The database is 
extensive to say the least: the PC 
Review staff really had to rack their 
brains to come up with bands so 
obscure that they didn’t rate a mention. 
Although the entry for some artists is 
only a discography, most at least have a 
short biography, with hotlinks to related 
artists and subjects. 

Video no no 

But it’s not all sweetness and light. 
Looking up the entry for the Beatles — 
arguably the most influential band of all 
time — I was shocked to find no video 
or audio links whatsoever. The same 
goes for the Rolling Stones, Prince, 
Michael Jackson, the Sex Pistols, and 
others who would almost certainly make 
the list of the most important figures in 
rock and pop history — nary a note of 
audio between them. And the video and 
audio clips that are present seem to 
have been chosen on the basis of avail¬ 
ability rather than merit — surely there is

I t used to be the case that whenever 
a big movie came along, someone 
would try and turn it into a game. 
Braveheart, however, has made the 
transition to the small screen not as 
some inane platform blaster, but as a 
highly polished piece of multimedia. 

Starring Mel Gibson, Braveheart the 
film, was based on the life of 13th cen¬ 
tury Scottish hero, William Wallace. This 
CD covers not only the making of the 
movie, but also looks at the people and 
times that inspired it. It covers social 
issues, religion, rulers and warfare, and 
whilst it doesn’t go into these topics in 
any real depth, it provides enough infor¬ 
mation to satisfy anyone who has devel¬ 
oped a passing interest in 13th century 
Scottish history after watching the film. 

But of course, the main selling point of 
this CD is the movie itself. There are 
interviews with all the stars, a look at 
how the battle scenes were filmed and, 
of course, lots of movie clips. One of the 
nice things about the program is that, as 
well as being able to view all the clips in 
the movie menu, they have also been 
integrated into the historical sections. 
For example, there’s a section on 
weapons under the warfare menu. If you 
want to find out about a flail, say, it gives 
you a photograph, information about 
how the weapon originated and how it 
was used, and a nice clip of our Mel 
belting some unlucky soldier over the 
head with one.

S uddenly, space is fashionable 
again. After years in which the 
nearest you got to serious 
technology was Virgin’s 
Shuttle and Buzz Aldrin’s Race 
Into Space, it feels like there’s a new 
muitimedia space experience every 
month. Personally, I blame Tom Hanks.

Mankind, and now this. 

The Space Race relates the post-War 
Soviet-American struggle to be top dog 
in the void.

As you sit back and iisten to the story, 
icons appear at the foot of the screen 
prompting you to explore related sub¬ 
jects. These tell you more about the 
political background, the technology 
involved, the media’s response, facts 
about a mission, a personality profile, 
or simply more detailed information. 

The Space Race also gives you some 
useful reference tools in addition to the 
main narrative. Apart from the usual 
help and backtracking facilities, there’s 
a handy index giving you an A-Z of sub¬

access to around 500 mission cards 
(US, Soviet and European). 

How you feel about The Space Race will 
depend on how much you already 
know about the space race. If you know 
little and want a broad, step-by-step 
introduction to the technology, culture 
and politics behind the struggle, you’ll 
be able to find it here. If you know a lot 
and prefer a more flexible, ency¬ 
clopaedic approach, you’ll probably 
find the whole idea of chapters and nar¬ 
rators irritatingly rigid. 

Either way, with its slick presentation, 
useful interface and good choice of 
images, this is something space nuts 
will enjoy thoroughly — though not, pri¬ 
marily, as a reference work.

B etween December 1968 and 
November 1972, the United 
States launched nine manned 
flights to the Moon as part of 
the Apollo space programme. 
Twenty-four men made the journey, the 
first human beings to leave the Earth for 
another world. No-one has been back 
since, partly because rockets don’t 
come cheap and partly because the 
Shuttle has altered the focus for current 
space science. 

The main part of For All Mankind is a 
57-page interactive ‘movie’ which tells 
the story of the people involved with 
Apollo. It uses video footage, pho¬ 
tographs, mission transcripts and inter¬ 
views with the astronauts to create a 
personal and gripping account of the 
Moon landings. It’s a compelling story, 
but one that suffers from poor presenta¬ 
tion and lack of depth. 

Astronuts 

This is also true for the rest of the CD. 
There’s a 45 definition glossary which 
reveals some fascinating trivia but bare¬ 
ly covers basic space technobabble; a 
mission-by-mission analysis of the 
Apollo programme with summaries and 
nice photos but little else; and some 
potted essays and animations on sub¬ 
jects such as weightlessness, space 
suits and lunar modules. You also get an 
interview with Al Reinert, creator of the 


interactive movie, which is pretty inter¬ 
esting the first time around. 

The trouble with For All Mankind is 
that it doesn’t quite go far enough. It 
lacks the depth of an encyclopaedia or 
the entertainment appeal of a movie, 
and the interface is basic. If you’re look¬ 
ing for detailed facts about space tech¬ 
nology in general, you’re better off with 
Arts and Letters’ SpaceAGE. 


Flowever, what For All Mankind does 
extremely well is to reveal the human 
side of the race to the Moon. 

If you’ve any interest in the personali¬ 
ties behind the lunar missions, you’ll 
find Reinert’s movie completely grip¬ 
ping from start to finish — and well 
worth playing several times. If you’re 
more interested in space technology 
however, give it a miss.

There are several colour selection 
methods, a colour wheel is available 
allowing you to mix up colours to make 
your own new ones, and there’s a drop¬ 
per tool for selecting existing colours 
from the image. 

Old master 

Dabbler has special effects that can be 
applied to the whole image, including 
fade, glass distortion, motion, blur, 
sharpen and soften. The tracing and 
auto-clone tools let you turn a photo¬ 
graph into an old master in two or three 
easy stages and the texturise tool adds 
a retrospective background to the 
image. There are also stencil and float 
tools for creating and manipulating 
shapes, plus support for Adobe 
Photoshop plug-ins. 

Unfortunately this latest version is a 
bit of a disappointment, not least 
because it's not much of an improve¬ 
ment on the earlier version, not having 
that many more features. Only five sizes 
are possible for brushes and some of 
them just don’t look like you'd expect. 
There isn’t a water colour brush, and the 
two oil paint styles, points and strokes, 
aren’t flexible enough. 

The interface looks really nice, but 
lacks flexibility and real power leaving 
you wanting after a while. Its undo and 
zoom facilities are also lacking. On the 
whole this a good choice if you want to 
do just what the program says — dab¬ 
ble in natural media, and learn basic 
drawing and painting techniques.

fitting is dead simple. The ball rests in a 
base to keep it stationary, although 
there’s also a screw thread if you want 
to use a tripod. The only drawback with 
this set-up, I found, was that the cable 
coming out the back occasionally pulled 
the ball off target when held in the base 
unit. But overall the arrangement proved 
largely successful since it did allow the 
camera to be placed almost anywhere 
— the only restriction being the actual 
length of the cable. 

The picture quality was surprisingly 
good given the price (£100) and the 
maximum of 64 grey scales used to rep¬ 
resent colours.

a variety of lighting conditions from nor¬ 
mal indoors, to night-time and mid-day 
sun levels out of doors. All were han¬ 
dled well, picking up good levels of 
detail. And whilst the maximum picture 
size of 320x240 may initially sound lim¬ 
iting, in reality it doesn’t prove that 
much of a hindrance — most pictures in 
DTP publications tend to be quite small. 

In use it’s a blast. It makes getting 
video and pictures into your PC as easy 


as it’s likely to get, and opens up whole 
new vistas of possible uses too. Aside 
from the immediately obvious practical 
uses (for DTP etc) it could also be used 
for house/office security — it’s unlikely a 
thief would spot it. Connectix are about 
to release a low cost video phone sys¬ 
tem using QuickCam, and if you’ve got 
a notebook it could be used as a perfect 
spying device — who’d think a semi 
closed notebook was watching them? 

The only reservations I have about it 
are that as the cable moves it occasion¬ 
ally pulls the camera out of position. 
Aside from that, for getting images into 
your PC, it can’t be beaten. 


DIY VIDEO 


QuickCam doesn’t just take single, 
still pictures, it can also record mov¬ 
ing video. Using a supplied pro¬ 
gram it’s possible to set the camera 
recording frames and then store 
them as AVI movie files for play¬ 
back. The number of frames you 
can capture in a second depends 
on the speed of your PC — on my 
Pentium 75 it averaged out about 12 
frames a second — a pretty accept¬ 
able frame rate. Naturally the length 
of the movie depends upon the 
amount of hard disk space you have 
available to you. 

To add sound to the movies you’ll 
also need a sound card with record¬ 
ing abilities — which most current 
sound cards have — and your own 
voice to add the sound effects 

Sadly there’s no ability to edit the 
AVI files afterwards, for this you’ll 
need another program like Adobe 
Premier which costs a wallet-bust¬ 
ing £550. if you want it Adobe are on 
0181 606 4000. Although 

QuickCam’s low price is bound to 
inspire a flood of lower priced digital 
editing programs in the near future.

Gateway is one of the big selling PC brands at pre¬ 
sent, and the reason why is immediately clear with 
its P5-75. It’s pretty fast, built like a tank, and is filled 
to bursting with top quality components. Just take 
the speakers, a pair of Altec Lansings. Then there’s 
a 1 gigabyte hard drive supplied as standard — 
double the size of some of the hard drives found in 
other systems in this round-up! You won’t do much 
better from an out-of-the-box PC. In performance 
terms this Pentium 75 equipped system feels faster 
than its specification would suggest. This is primar¬ 
ily because it’s got some good multimedia compo¬ 
nents, and is well put together internally.

Vale PCs are the own-name computer line of Evesham 
Micros, the long standing mail order sales company. 
Unfortunately, that means that you have to battle your 
way through the sales-heavy phone lines to get any 
queries in.

Pardon? 

Hard drive: A device inside your 
computer that holds your programs, 
data, games, etc when you aren’t 
using them. Go for the biggest hard 
drive you can afford. 

RAM: The computer memory, holds 
the information while your working 
on it. It comes in two forms, namely: 
DRAM: The type of memory used for 
general programs and data storage. 
You'll want lots of this for Windows 
95 (at least 8Mb, but preferably 12 or 
even 16Mb). 

VRAM: A special type of high speed 
memory for holding the pictures and 
video shown on the monitor. It costs 
a lot more than DRAM but will give 
faster picture displays. 

Monitor sizes: Measured in good ol’ 
imperial inches from one corner to 
the opposite diagonal corner. The 
bigger the screen the more you'll be 
able to see. For Windows you really 
want a 15” model. 

Sound: PCs use plug-in expansions 
to provide their audio capabilities. 
The most common, and industry 
standard, expansion is the Sound 
Blaster range. For games and multi- 
media type stuff Sound Blaster com¬ 
patibility is a must. 

Sound Blaster 16: This is an updat¬ 
ed version of the original Sound 
Blaster card, and provides 16-bit 
compact disc quality sound. For 
music editing you'll also probably 
want WaveTable support. 

WaveTable cards: These have 
sounds of real musical instruments 
digitally pre-recorded on board. 
When you ask them to play C Sharp 
on a piano you'll hear the real sound 
of a piano. FM Synthesis cards, like 
Sound Blaster, on the other hand 
produce computerised versions, 
and don’t sound at all realistic. 
CD-ROM drives: A PC equivalent of 
an audio CD player. PC CD-ROM dri¬ 
ves can play your music CDs, the 
CDs themselves can also hold huge 
amounts of data and programs. 



MJN Pentium SO MM 

The MJN Pentium 90 MM is the fastest thing for its price, 
even faster than dearer rivals, thrashing PCs like the IBM 
model in general performance. There’s a wonderful 16Mb 
of RAM under the bonnet to power the needs of Windows 
95, and a big 840Mb hard disk for the more space-hungry 
user. Sure there are little niggles, like styling that makes it 
look more like an architect’s model of the South Bank 
than a piece of household electronics. It could also do 
with 2Mb of video RAM, instead of the 1Mb supplied — 
which you’ll need for higher resolutions with lots of 
colours, and a 15” monitor instead of the 14” model would 
have been nice. But these niggles aside, and taking into 
account its hefty hard drive and P90 processor it makes a 
good multimedia PC and is easily up to the job of 
handling games and today’s demanding multi- 
media software.

If you’re really going for the dog’s danglies of computing, and you’re willing to splash out your hard-earned savings, then a 
PEP PC is certainly one of the contenders even before we’ve discounted the IBM system as an over-priced under-performer. 

The ExPro 5133 is sturdy, appealing to look at, has well thought out buttons and drive bays, clean internal architecture, and 
good quality components. It’s stunningly quick, more-so than other PI 33s we’ve seen, even under Windows, with only an extra 
8Mb of RAM really missing from making this the ultimate specification machine, guaranteed to turn your friends green with 
envy when they clap eyes on the smooth scrolling graphics of most any game on the market. And it’s 
got a mini-tower case, so has loads of room for future expansion. On the down side, you need to have 

a lot of readies to buy one. Not more than other similar PI 33 
systems, but still a heavy amount of dosh. But if you have the 
money, then it’s a great investment. The design is excellent for 
upgrades, anticipating the need for even more power at your 
fingertips, and that shouldn’t come too soon with this machine.

Every PC here has a CD drive, and can 
play all your music CDs, be it the latest 
Beatles CD or a classic Dire Straits 
album, they’ll handle it. You’ll also want 
good speakers — even better you could 
hook the PC up to a stereo. 



Education 

Not PC Review territory but still worth a 
mention. If you’re looking for a PC for 
running educational titles these five 
models will be fine. There’s no real main 
ingredient for educational software — 
instead opt for good ali rounder. 



Multimedia Reference 

No matter what your interests you’ll 
find a multimedia reference title that 
appeals. Here you’ll want a good set 
of speakers, a good graphics card, 
and a meaty processor, don’t consid¬ 
er anything less than 8Mb. 



Watch out 

It’s all very well wanting a multimedia 
PC, but the specification of the com¬ 
ponents in the PC (hard drives, 
memory, etc) you want will largely 
depend upon what software you 
intend to run. Along the bottom of 
these pages you’ll find common mul¬ 
timedia software types, each listing 
the particular hardware needed to run 
them. But what of operating systems? 
Here for your delectation are the 
major operating systems with their 
common requirements. 

Windows 95: Starting with the latest 
OS from the Seattle boys and girls, 
Windows 95 is the most hungry of all 
the operating systems currently on 
the PC. Memory wise you’ll need at 
least 8Mb, and ideally 12 or 16Mb for 
running applications. You’ll also want 
a big hard drive, don’t even think 
about anything less than 500Mb, 
840Mb should be your minimum. 
These two aside, a good graphics 
card is also pretty useful, as is a quad 
speed drive. 

OS/2 Warp: As powerful as Windows 
95, although arguably less friendly. 
OS/2 Warp has similar requirements. 
Although it doesn't need massive 
amounts of RAM, we wouldn’t recom¬ 
mend anything less than 12Mb, and 
again go for a major hard drive size 
— going cheap may seem like a 
good idea at first, but you’ll regret it 
when you have to buy another drive 
in six months time. 

Linux: A specialised Unix clone for 
PCs — not many will use it, but a few 
do. For a good Linux system you’ll 
want a large hard drive and although 
Linux is less demanding of RAM than 
Windows 95, you’ll still want 8Mb 
as minimum. 

Windows 3: Compared to its big 
brother, Windows 3 has minimal 
hardware requirements. You don’t 
really need a Pentium at all — it’ll get 
by on a 386 — so all of these PCs will 
fly. After that you can pretty much 
make do with 4Mb RAM, although 
adding an extra 4Mb will help no end. 
It also requires little in the way of hard 
drives, at a push you’ll get away with 
200 or 300Mb drives! 

What’S missing? 

The PCs seen here are intended for 
use as multimedia systems but 
strangely none of them comply with 
the latest industry standard dictating 
what a multimedia PC should have. 
MPC 3 (laid down in July 1995) 
states that a 16-bit sound card with 
Wavetable support is needed, none 
of the sound cards used here sup¬ 
port this. They do however meet 
MPC 2 standard, surpassing it in 
most cases. For more details on 
MPC3 check http://www.spa.org 
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Mobile Phone Tap 

No self-respecting spy can afford to be without this. It started life as a normal notebook 
computer, but has since been modified and can now listen in and record any conver¬ 
sation being held on a cellular mobile phone.

Getting DOS 7 documentation 


You might be forgiven for thinking 
that Microsoft wants to keep the 
iaunch of its brand new version of 
MS-DOS a cioseiy guarded secret. 
MS-DOS 7 was reieased quietly in 
September as part of Win95. 
Perhaps Microsoft was hoping we’d 
forget that DOS stiii exists! But 
since Win95 stiii has so many prob¬ 
lems , you need a knowledge of 
DOS 7 in order to run most current 
games within it. Hence this 
month’s tutoriai. 


Unfortunately, in its effort to make Win95 look easy to use, Microsoft overlooked 
DOS 7 when it came to providing documentation and support. If you bought Win95 
on floppy disks for instance, your main source of support will be the Win95 help file, 
since the printed manual is pretty thin in terms of both information and width! CD 
users are luckier. They have something called the resource kit. But it would be easy 
to miss it if you didn’t know it was there. To find it, look for 

\ADMIN\RESKIT\HELPFILE\WIN95RK.HLP 

The ADMIN directory is in the root directory of the Windows95 CD, which you can 
open the file using Explorer. This is the Win95 bible, according to Microsoft. 

For instructions on DOS in Windows 95 you’re iimited to the on-iine help.

Using the DOS 7 interface 


Die-hard DCS users who regard Windows as a thing only to be used by wimps 
may be interested to know that you can stop the Win95 graphic interface loading 
automatically. This is done by changing a default setting in the MSDCS.SYS file 
in the root directory. Do make a 
backup first, because this is a cru¬ 
cial system file. To edit it you will 
also need to change the attributes 
using the DCS ATTRIB command. 

The line to look for in this file Is: 

BootGUI = 1 

Change the 1 to a 0 and hey presto! 

At the same time you can turn off 
the animated Windows95 screen 



that appears when the system boots up by adding the line 

Logo=0 

Change the attributes of the file back using the ATTRIB command again when 

you have finished. 

To do this type ‘Attrib -t-R-l-S-l-H 
MSDCS.SYS’ at the C:\ prompt. By 
the way, to start Win95 after this, 
simply type WIN at the DCS prompt, 
just like before. 


■d To stop Wind95 automatically 
loading you’ll need to edit the 
MSDOS.SYS file, but be careful. 


Running DOS games 


To run DCS games inside Win95, the operating system provides you with two 
options. You can either run games in a DCS window inside Win95 or let the pro¬ 
gram automatically exit to DCS first, returning to Win95 when the game ends. 
There is a catch however. Either way, the amount of memory available for run¬ 
ning the DCS software is determined by lines in the CCNFIG.SYS and AUTCEX- 
EC.BAT files, if you don’t maximise the amount of memory before Win95 loads, 
you won’t have the memory available while it is running. If you are a memory- 
hungry operator, you should have cottoned on to OEMM from Ouarterdeck by 
now. This comes with a program called Cptimize which automatically configures 
the system to release as much memory below 640k as possible. Microsoft pro¬ 
vides Memmaker, which does the same thing, though usually not quite as well. 
To run either of these programs, the secret is to shut down Win95 using the 
Restart The Computer in MS-DCS Mode option. Run either Cptimize or 
Memmaker from here and they wiil both work. Cnee run you should find that 
most of the memory you lost when Win95 installed itself has been retrieved. 
Most, but not all. OEMM could provide around 634 kB on many systems running 
MS-DOS 6.2. That has now been reduced to around 605 kB with Win95/DOS 7. 


Ironically, Memmaker can actually find more memory than OEMM for use outside 
Win95, but when running inside a DOS window in Win95, OEMM appears to find 
the most. Ouarterdeck has promised a new version of OEMM for Win95. When 
it arrives it will, hopefully, claw back some of the lost memory. 


T Just like in MS-DOS, many games need more memory under Win95. 
Command & Conquer, however, is easier than many to get going.

SMARTBook Tutorial 


’Tis the season to toe jolly - - - So how better to end our 
series of SIVIARTOooK tutorials than by learning how to 
oreate a multinnedia Christmas oard. Andy Leaning expiains. 




2 The second page of the card 
is where we can use most of 
the power of SMARTBook to 
add an interactive, surprise, ele¬ 
ment to the card. Using variables 
we can hide messages until the 
reader clicks on a button. To do 
this place a text box on the screen, 
but don’t type anything into it. Next 
select the text entry area and 
press the right mouse button 
before selecting the ‘Edit’ option in 
the menu that pops up. Finally 
click on the line ‘Insert Variable..’ that appears. You can now enter a vari¬ 
able name in the dialog on screen (it doesn’t matter what name you use) 
and select a ‘String’ type before pressing Return — as shown here. Next 
select the text in the box and give it colour, size and a font — f used Silver 
Grey, set at 36pt in another cursive font. Variables are areas of the PCs 
memory where text and numbers, in this case a message, are stored. 
However when the reader of the card first loads it this area of memory 
won’t have anything in it, so nothing is displayed. Now to tell the program 
to fill the variable with a message, which will then be displayed. 


Click Here 


Connputerised greetings cards are hugely popular in the United States at the moment, with computer-owning friends sending each 
other Christmas, birthday and other festive cards stored on disk. It’s simply a question of loading the file up in a suitable program so 
you can then view it. In the supplement that came with last months PC Review we showed how to create single picture files for just 
this use, but why not go further? Because with SMARTBook it’s possible to create interactive cards. All of the techniques for creat¬ 
ing them are identical to those we’ve already covered in previous tutorials, the only difference is the content and the typical size. 
For a card you only need two pages — an opening screen and an inside. Once it’s created you can select the ‘Create Distribution 
Disks’ option, copy the created files to a floppy and then send them off. Your friends can then install the card and view it. 

For clipart there are a mass of compact discs available that contain suitable Christmas artwork — try PD Soft (01702 466933). 
The pictures seen on these pages come from a SoftKey clipart collection, which has got a number of Christmas picture files on it, 
there are also loads of other seasonal illustrations on it for other times of year. Call SoftKey for details of its clipart CDs. 


t Tfte first page of our card. 

It’s simple and pretty (in a 
Christmassy sort of way). 

I’ve used a background vertical 
gradient to set the tone and then 
illustrated it with snowflakes and 
stars from a clipart collection. I’ve 
copied and pasted these icons 
several times increasing or reduc¬ 
ing the size to add a feeling of 
depth. The title at the top of the 
page is set in a standard Windows 
cursive font to make it look less com¬ 
puterised. I used Monotype Corsiva, but any font would do. If you’re look¬ 
ing for some attractive fonts try our cover CD this month, which has a 
huge collection of fonts on it. Finally, I’ve added a button to move to the 
next page at the bottom of the page. This time I’ve used an Embossed but¬ 
ton and set the colour to match the background pattern so it doesn’t stand 
out so much. Although you can’t see it I’ve also set the button up to play 
a Christmas tune that I’ve got as a WAV file. To do this use the command 
‘Sound’ giving it the name and location of the WAV file you want to play. 


3 Define a button as we’ve done many times before. Unlike before how¬ 
ever this time we use the command ‘Assign String’ which fills the vari¬ 
able (part of the PCs memory) we defined earlier with our desired 
message. The screenshot shown here shows the final page, this time with 
the message present. As would happen when the eventual reader clicks 
on this button, the variable will fill with the message, and as we’ve creat¬ 
ed a text box containing this variable, its contents will then appear on the 
screen — as if by magic. Because we set the text box colours and so on 
earlier, the message will appear in the correct colours. 

To finish off I’ve added extra text at the bottom of the screen, so 
personalising it further. 

Lastly, click on ‘Create Distribution Disks’ under the ‘Compile’ menu and 
fill in the dialog box that appears. Distribution path is where the final files 
will be kept. Setup Title is the title that the installer program will show 
when used to unpack the book, and Installation Path is where on the users 
hard drive the program will be put. Once finished you’ll find the files in 
directories called Diski, and so on. Simply copy these to floppy disks and 
its then ready to be distributed - alternatively you can ZIP them together 
and send them over the Internet to your friends.

Under the Edit menu you’ll find an option called Mix. This takes up to three 
sound files combines them and stores them together. The window above 
shows the mixing panel. The three sliders on the left allow you to chose which of the four sound files the pro¬ 
gram has open are to be used as source files, and the volume level at which it will be mixed. 

This menu item is used to mix up to three sound files down to a fourth. 

The three boxes in the left part of this dialog correspond to three of Wave’s soundfile windows. If any of these 
windows are empty, then the items in that box will be disabled, as in the box for window 3 in the above exam¬ 
ple. The buttons labelled M, 5, and All are used to specify which part of the soundfile will be included in the 
mix. When you click on M, a list of the available markers will appear. The S button is used to specify the 
selected area, and is only available if an area is selected. Finally on the right hand side a four small buttons 
that allow you to set which of the four destination fifes the completed mix will be stored in.

Programs are composed of commands telling the computer what to do and 
how to do it. When you run a program it acquires an input, it then processes 
this and the result is performed. For example in a war game the input could be 
a missile being fired, the computer would then process where the missile lands 
and if it hits its target a explosion would be displayed. In most cases programs 
do not run sequentially, instead they flow to suit your needs. In C+-i- are three 
statements used to control the flow of data: if, for, and while, ‘if’ performs actions 
when a particular condition is met (a condition can be either true or false). ‘for’ 
and ‘while’ are used to loop a set of statements until a condition is met.

The while statement will loop the program until count Is greater 
than five. The printf statement Is used to display the numbers counting up to five.

I would be very grateful for 
your help as I am new to using a PC 
and it aii seems very confusing. 

i have found that the games i pur¬ 
chase need more conventionai mem¬ 
ory than my machine has. i have man¬ 
aged to run games such as Dark 
Forces, by making a boot disk using 
the program suppiied in the game, 
but I am unsure how to make a boot 
disk for others. Also when using Dark 
Forces’ boot disk, I seem to lose the 
PC’s set-up info, and have to reset the 
date and so on. 

I have tried to use such programs 
such as GameRunner/Qemm, but this 
only gives me 40K more conventionai 
memory, and it’s stiil not enough, i’m 
not sure what sections I can remove 
on a boot disk to give me more 
memory. Should I just buy myself 
another computer?!

You certainly don’t need anoth¬ 
er computer — even if you did 
buy a new one it would almost 
certainly have the same problem! All 
PCs have a limited amount of conven¬ 
tional memory no matter how much RAM 
you add. You can use memory managers 
such as QEMM to try to increase the 
amount of conventional memory, but an 
extra 40Kbs is about typical for what they 
can find. It is possible to increase this by 
intelligent hand tuning, but most people 
settle for using separate boot disks. To 
make a boot disk place a floppy in the A 


drive and use the following command at 
the C:> prompt. 

Format A: fS 

the /S transfers the system and turns it 
into a bootable disk. In most cases you 
will need some sort of Config.sys and 
Autoexec.bat file to set up the hardware 
facilities of your machine. My best solu¬ 
tion to this is to copy the existing 
Autoexec.bat and Config.sys from the 
hard disk onto the floppy. Of course if 
you boot up using the floppy that results 
you will be back to square one with 
exactly the same amount of convention¬ 
al memory. 

The next stage is to edit the start up 
files to remove facilities that aren’t need¬ 
ed for playing games — a modem or fax 
card perhaps. Don’t bother removing 
anything that starts 

DEVICEHIGH 

or 

LOADHIGH 

because these load drivers outside of 
conventional memory. If you remove 
lines one by one you can see how much 
conventional memory is freed and what 
effect it has. Finally don’t worry about the 
Date prompt that appears when you start 
your machine from a boot disk minus 
start-up files. Your machine hasn’t for¬ 
gotten the time and date — it is just giv¬ 
ing you the chance to change the cur¬ 
rent values — simply press return and it 
will carry on.

Lost clusters are fragments of 
files that have become 
detached from any directory 
entry. They are very like pages that have 
fallen out of a hanging folder in a filing 
cabinet — only trying to find out where 
they belong is a much more difficult 
problem. The disk files created by most 
applications have a structure and when 
a section gets lost this usually destroys 
the structure so that the remaining file 
and the lost section cannot be read by 
the application. What this means is that 
in most cases recovering lost clusters is 
a complete waste of time and you might 
as well delete them sooner rather than 
later. There are a few exceptions though 
— sometimes the file contains enough 
plain text for you to be able to recon¬ 
struct parts of a lost document for exam¬ 
ple. Try the command “TYPE" followed 
by the file name at the DOS prompt and 




Recommends ’ 

On your advice I recently bought 
the Lexmark 150c Multimedia; 
printer. But on first using it I 
found it produced really strange 
output. The left hand side of its 
print outs were fine, but as the 
print made its way across the 
page the quality and height of it 
changed considerably. By the 
time it reached the far right hand 
side words would be almost half 
an inch lower down the page 
than at the start, and some char¬ 
acters were duplicated. Nothing 
like the display I had on screen. 
To cut a long story short, it turns 
out that I was using a non-bidi- 
rectional parallel printer cable, 
whatever that may be. On 
switching to a proper cable the 
printer now works fine. I don’t 
know if this effects just the 
Lexmark model, or whether this 
letter will help other readers with 
different printers.

does use the DOS EDIT command to 
extract the bits that you might need. 
Unfortunateiy file recovery is a complex 
business and experts in the subject 
make a fortune at it! 

If you think that finding lost clusters 
isn’t worth doing, then I need to tell you 
that it is. Lost clusters make a mess of 
your drive and might even cause a big¬ 
ger problem for you in the future. Run 
ScanDisk or something similar every 
time you start your machine to make 
sure the disk is 100 per cent OK. 

Finally, yes delete the .TMP files and 
don’t bother looking at what’s in them.

memory. Why your machine should be 
set up in this way is a bit of a puzzle, but 
it is! You need to follow the advice given 
when you click on the button next to it 
and edit the file Config.sys and remove 
the word 

NOEMS 

from the line starting 

DEVICE=EMM386.... 

This sounds technical and messy, but 
expanded memory shouldn’t have been 
disabled in this way in the first place! 
Also give it credit for at least telling you 
how to correct the problem — this is 
more than Windows 3.1 would have 
done! That config.sys and autoexec.bat 
files are the equivalent of the start-up 
sequence file in the 'S’ directory on your 
Amiga. 

After you have made the change and 
restarted your machine you will be able 
to run DOS programs that need expand¬ 
ed memory. If you want to disable it 
again then use the Properties dialog box 
not the Config.sys file.

The reason why this is so con¬ 
fusing is that there are two ver- 

_ sions of Visual Basic 4 — a 16- 

bit version which will run under Windows 
3.1 and 95 and a 32-bit version which 
only runs under Windows 95. You only 
get the 16-bit version if you buy the more 
expensive professional edition. Having 
said this both the 16 and 32-bit versions 
should be able to load and run your 
existing programs without any trouble. 
You might have to make some minor 
changes to your code, but hopefully 
nothing serious or long winded. What’s 
more serious is the fact that you can’t 
use your existing VBX custom controls 
with the 32-bit version, but they do work 
with the 16-bit version.

Making movies 

I have a few questions about 
Video Input and Output. I 
have been thinking of turning my PC 
into a TV. I looked at an old issue of 
PC Review (Issue 32)and the article 
“Make Movies on your PC” was a 
great starting point, but I need some 
things clarifying. 

I wish to understand how a Codec 
card differs from an overlay card? 
You also said that the Intel Smart 
Video card seems jerky and jumpy. If 
I output this to video recorder will it 
appear jerky and jumpy on video? 

So far I have my eye on the FS200 
Video Blaster and TV Coder. Will I be 
able to hook a VCR to the FS200 and 
change channels or be able to pur¬ 
chase software allowing me to do so? 
My family has recently moved to 
Europe, but my sister who is much 
older has decided to stay in Canada. 
We both have video cameras, but 
ours is a Pal system and hers NTSC. 
We mail each other movies from time 
to time. She has to transfer the 
movies as she doesn’t have a multi¬ 
system VCR like us. This costs 
money, if we had the FS200 (or simi¬ 
lar) and TV coder, could we record 
Pal and then transfer it through the 
computer to NTSC?

Some of your questions are 
easy, others much harder. A 

_ video overlay works like a 

mixer. It takes the video signal from your 
computer’s graphics card and mixes it 
with another signal (from the video 
recorder or TV ariel) so that both appear 
on the same monitor. This other video 
never gets into the PC, instead it’s simply 
mixed with the computer picture after the 
PC has created its picture — it’s only 
useful If you want to see another video 
signal on your monitor. But if you want to 
use the PC to modify the video footage 
then it has to make the trip inside. This is 
what the Codec card does. It converts 
the video signal to digital data which can 
be saved on disk or treated like any 
graphics data. 

The big problem is that the video sig¬ 
nal generates lots and lots of data and 
it’s part of the Codec's job to reduce this 
to manageable proportions. Given the 
massive amount of data that make up a 
TV picture, compressing this in realtime 


is very difficult — it needs lots of pro¬ 
cessing power — hence the jerky 
images on the screen. At the moment 
the only way you can get reasonably 
smooth live video is to keep the image 
size small and use the fastest hardware 
Codec you can find and this generally 
means that the more expensive boards 
are the best. As to recording to video 
tape — there’s little difference from the 
screen display. 

You can change the channel of the PC 
tuner using software — but not the 
channel of the VCR. As for using a video 
card to change video standards — yes it 
could work, but the quality wouldn’t be 
very good for all the same reasons. A 
better solution would be to buy a PAL to 
NTSC conversion box which you can 
find advertised in almost any Camcorder 
magazine.

Recommends 

John Newon has not so much of 
a tip to improve the performance 
of your system, but rather a tip to 
save new users making a major 
mistake when buying or even 
losing money. 

Apparently some smaller deal¬ 
ers are using new users inexpe¬ 
rience of PC technology to con 
them. John was told by his deal¬ 
er that when he upgraded from a 
double speed CD drive to a quad 
speed drive he’d also need a 
new sound card. As John was 
using the IDE interface on his 
motherboard this advice was, of 
course, completely wrong. You 
only need to change sound 
cards with the CD drive when 
you are using a sound card with 
a CD drive interface that doesn’t 
support the new CD drive! 

John was also told that he 
could save money by buying a 
slow Pentium chip and ‘clocking; 
it up’ to a faster speed ie. run¬ 
ning a slow, cheaper, chip faster 
than it was designed for instead 
of buying a more expensive 
faster model. This is definitely 
not a good idea, trying to run a 
P75 at 100MHz or more will 
almost certainly permanently 
damage the chip! Don’t do it.

fortunately easy, as long as you don’t go 
too deeply into what makes the Internet 
tick. To put it simply, an FTP site is a 
computer connected to the Internet 
allowing users (ie. you) to log on to it 
and use various areas of its disk storage 
to download files — FTP stands for File 
Transfer Protocol. An HTTP site is one 
that allows users with web browsers 
(NetScape etc) to connect and look at 
pages of information complete with pic¬ 
tures and links to other pages and sites. 
Some of the links could be to FTP sites 
so the web also includes this older 
Internet activity.

Now you 
can find out it hasn’t automatically detected your sound card, modem and 
CD-ROM drive!

Yes, 
some home PCs do have viruses, but no 
where near one in three! Viruses are on 
the Internet, but if you’re careful you 
won’t get one from it. And lastly, there 
are perfectly good virus killer applica¬ 
tions available both as shareware and 
commercial full blown programs — in 
particular check out Dr. Solomons virus 
killers. I suspect he’s told you his is the 
only utility that works so he can sell it to 
you! However I doubt whether he's told 
you all this just for his own good. It’s 
more likely he’s tried to scare you so you 
don’t mess around in areas he feels may 
lead you astray - thus helping you in the 
long run. Alternatively he could be under 
this misunderstanding himself and is 
simply reciting what he's been told. It’s 
often the case that school tutors know 
little about computers, and simply 
restate what they’re told by others.
